In the face of this truth, 
which must have been apparent to all 
business men acquainted with the extra- 
ordinary circumstances which have led. to 
the present (Ginancial crisis in native circles, 
it is difficult to understand for what object 
the meeting, was convened, and the co- 
operation of European capitalists solicited, 
The suspicious manner in’ which the 
preliminaries of a public meeting: to dis- 
cuss matters of the highest public import 
ance, which it cannot he denied affected 
the interests of the chtire community, were 
arranged, effectually prevented Europeans 
from identlfying themselves with the move: 
ment. An anonymous notice in the news: 
papers, a circular inaccurately stating that 
the meeting was called by’ the City Hall 
Committee, a highly colored and mislead- 
ing paragraph in our morning contem-- 
porary, from the pen ofa person who says 
he is a property broker, and a generally 
believed and apparently well founded re- 
port that the originator of this panacea for 
the existing monetary troubles of our Chi- 


“nese friends was'none other than the’ ubiq- 


uitous Thomas Ipx Bowe, could only 
have.one éffect on the minds of the Euro- 
pean community, and that was, that the

Tt is fair to assume from the number of 
influential foreign capitalists who were 
present in the St. Andrew’s Hall on Satur-

_ hese In regard to the present unparalleled 


depression of trade owing’ to the reckless 
land speculations, had excited the interest 
of their European brethern. Such men as 
the Hon. F, Burxusey Jouxsox, Mr. F, D, 
Sassoon; Mr: -C. P. Ciiaver, Mr. Epaenp 
Snare, Mr. Granvitty Snare, and other 
‘influential residents, were, hardly likely to 
-have taken the trouble toattendthe mecting 


out of mere curiosity, We are willing to| 


believe, that, each and ‘all of these gentle. 
men .came ‘to the City Hall‘ ready and 
willing to give the Chinése, under certain 
circumstances; whatever advice and assist- 


with the expectation of finding a properly 
organised meeting of the representatives 
of Chinese commercial Interests, gathered 
together with unanimity of feeling, for a 


certain well understood, plainly defined, 


and thoroughly practical purpose, ‘And | 
they actually’ found: a large numberof 


/ Chinese residents, many of them of high 
commercial standing, men of wealth and 
influence; but nothing had been arranged 
or decided on; in fact, many of those pre- 
sent attended under a mistaken notion as 
tothe purpose of the meeting, whilst others 
actually knew nothing whatever of the 
ideas or intentions of its promoters. The 
result of all this was the exodus of the 
European edtpitalists, as soon as Mr, Ho 
Amets preliminary observations informed 
them exactly how the land lay. If it be 
drucas Mr. Ho Aster stated—and we see no 
reason to doubt it--that the ‘outcome of 
the disastrous speculations in land has been 
the complete “ stagnation and paralysis of 
the trade of Hongkong " the weneral com- 
mercial prospects of the Colony are so seri- 
ously affected that itis clearly apparent to 
us, as it must be to all other disinterested 
persuns, that something must’ be done, and 
that speedily, ‘te remove the general de- 


pression, The government, as well our 
“leading merchants, have an interest in sec- 


ing matters yenerally, return to the sfa/a 
que, although how far they may be respon- 
sibly inthe matter is quite another question, 
Sympathy for the persons who have been 
thy cause of all these troubles would be 
quite thrown away. Unserupulous specul- 
ators of the class “cornered’’ hy the 
bursting of the land bubble deserve neither 
sympathy, nor consideration, Fhey went 
into the business with their eyes open, and 
Vitis but just 'that they should suffer the 
consecuiences of (heir vrasping greed, No 
doubt there are many respectable Chinese 
merchants and citizens, who have been 
made the innocent victims of their own 
erudulity by unscrupulous scoundrels who 
ought at the present mament to be in 
Virtoria Gaol, but even in these cases itis 
hard to draw the line separating those 
sinned ayainst from the sianers. The only 
reasonable claim therefore, to our way of 
thinking, that the “cornered Chinese 
speculators can advance why they should 
revcive assistance cither from the govern: 
ment, or from foreign capitalists, is that of 
the public interest. Itis not’a question of 
sentiment; but a simple matter of pounds, 
shillings, and pence, and on no other plat- 


the Colony, the Government be requested 
to advance money on mortgayes on landed 
property at a low rate of interest—say at 
five per cent. per annum," is, to say the 
least, a strikingly original one, and if the 
government could only be induced to open 
its heart and its coffers to the tune of eight 
millions of dollars, no doult such paternal

During the time 
the storm: lasted’ the members of the Socicty 
were out along the Praya doing good service, 
and succeeded, with the aid of volunteers from 
the Sailors’ Home and European meiftbers of 
the Police Force, in rescuing over 150 persons 
from sinking craft in the Harbour, 

“During the past year the members who have 
attended the practices with the Rocket App- 
aratus have shown themselves thoroughly efficient 
vin their various duties. , 

“ There has only been one Committee Meeting 
during the yéar as the business ta be transacted 
was trifling. 

“Jtis much,to be regretted that the Socicty 
has during the peviod under review lost several 
of its most valuable members, The untimely 
death of the Rev, C.G. Booth is greatly to be 
deplored ; he was ever ready, and cheerfully did 
his share of work when occasion required. The 
sremoval of the Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers to 


| Singapore deprived the Society of two most ac- 


tive members, Licut. Windi am and Mr. Bridges. 
Other members have also left the colony, ard at 
the present tine only 18 members remain, but it 
‘is hoped that the Society may obtain a consider-. 
able accession to its numbers before the com- 
mencement of practice this year, 

It is interesting and highly gratifying to note 
that the Home Government take an interest in 
the Society’s work, the Hoard-of Trade having 
recently applicd to Mr. H, G. Thomsett, Har- 
bour Master at this Port, for particulars of the: 
manner in which. the Society is conducted, the 
means of saving life at its disposal, and the num- 
ber of lives saved during the last five years. The 
necessary information has been forwarded by Mr, 
Ryrie, the President of the Socicty, 

“Wisa matter for congratulation that the work- 
ing expenses of the Society have: been reduced 
considerably, the item of rent being no longer in- 
curred in consequence of the Government allow- 
ing free storage for waggon ant apparatus, ‘There 
has also been a considerable reduction in the 
‘charge for coolie hire.

‘The native papers say he is 
quite well able to walk, but when he came to 
Veking the late Dawager Emy 
for his aye gave him two men as boy ¢ 
save him from fatigue and these Imperial body 
guatds,are always in attendance apon him. If 
he is really able to walk, he looks as if some 
pedestrian exercise would do him: good, 

‘A Builder's Strike has been yoing on since 
Monday Inst and developed to-day into a threaten- 
ing riot, ‘The wet weather hindered its develop- 
ment some days. The strike is by the Ningpo 
labourers; the custom of the trade has been, since 
1863, for the pay to be t50 ¥y from which 
50 cash a day is ‘ 
rice and Gne, in the evening, ofcony: 
is paid every twelve days, cither 
95 cash aday, or Sra fort 
hai men are content with this, Mise they are 
living at home; the Ningpo men want to take 
advantaye of the preat press of business in the 
building: trade toa yet paid roo cash a day and 
three ieals of rice, ‘Phe masters of course, being 
under contracts based upon the old: established 
order of things, naturally objected, but all have 
given way except the bargest, Za Zun-ch 
whole of the menshave struck and the 
men threatened ta burnedawn Mr, Za! 
The police have had much trouble in pi 
order to-day; they have been under fixed bayo- 
nets. ‘The Municipal Police have asked for the 
assistance of the Volunteers and these have been 
ordered to be kept in readiness to-night. From 
our last advices we believe things have calmed 
down, The scene of the disturbance was the 
Newehwany Road, near the back of the Racquet 
Court. 7 

Tso Tsung-tang, the Governor General of 
these Provinces, arrived last night atthe Arsenal’ 
on. his tour ofinspection, He caine from Sva- 
chow, vin Sconkiang, in his steamer Po-tean. 
This morning he received visits from HDB M's 
Consul, Mr DP. J. Hughes; whe Acting Austro- 
Hungarian Consul, Chey. Joseph Haas, who also 
represents the King of Italy’ and Holland; Mr. 
Shinagawa, HAL Japanese Miajesty’s Consul 
General; Mr, Carl Jantzen, Acting Consul for the 
King of the Belgians, and from the represent 
tive of the Roman Catholic Mission at ‘Tung K 
doo (we presume Monsci,aeur Garnier, His 
of Titopolis, én partibus, and Vicar-Apostolic of 
Kiang-nan, but we have'been unable to asceniain 
with precision), He reecived his visitors very pos 
litely in the rooms formerly occupied by the late 
‘Tsing Kwo-fang, the only previous Viceroy, we 
think, who has exchanged visits with 'forcign 
officials here, The intercourse seems to have 
been confined to alficial couresies, but the 

visitors had lo admire his perfection in the Man- 
darin dialect, which is not suiprising, seeing that: 
Tso is renowned for his classical uirements, 
In the afteraoon, he set off for Shadighai to retwa 
his visits, He left cards upon the Bishop at 
‘Tung-ka-doo, and upon the British, Japanese, 
Austrian and Belgian Consuls, excusing himself 
from entering their houses as he could not walk 
without assistance, and-owing to a change of pro- 
frame, he was rather pressed for tine. ‘Then 
he returned to the Kinlee-yuen Wharf, where the 
Vice-reyal yacht was lying, The Viceroy was 
attended by a long procession, a pony or two, the 
banners furled, a red umbrella, and a line of 
soldiers on cach side keeping the streets for the 
Viceroy’s chair, which was the only one in the 
procession, ‘Tso was. sitting in the chair.in his 
Yellow Riding Jacket ; halfa dozen mounted re- 
tainers closed the procession, ‘The soldiers had 
oilskin and cotton umbrellas to protect them from 
the rain, and some had coohes carrying rain 
salongside, ‘The wharf was gaily decorated 
with flags (the five clawed dragon must have 
rather surpriscd ‘Tso, who must have supposed 
they belonged tothe Emperor). ‘Fhe Directors 
of the China Merchants Co. had been waiting 
there all day ‘to receive him, On board the 
steamer he received the visits of the ‘Taotai and 
other Mandarins, , ‘Tso is'a portly. smooth-faced 
old gentleman, with a benevolent aspect; his 
cyces seemed to be affected by the wind, 

tended to gro to inspect: the Woosung Forts this 
afternoon, but has postponed his departure owing: 
to the strong wind, He will sleep on board ‘the 
Po-wan to-night and go to Woosting to-morrow. 
Thence he will return to Nanking. —Sereury.
